A mounted party of 19th Hussars and Man- 
chester Mounted Infantry, under Captain 
Chetwode, managed to pass through the Boer 
outposts, and while the latter engaged the 
enemy's picquets the Hussars charged the Boers 
by moonlight, sabring many of them. 

Captain Chetwode, Lieutenant Parsons, 
Corporal Smith, and Private Aldridge behaved 
with great gallantry, but with the rest of the 
Hussars, would probably have suffered severely, 
as they got into bad ground, had they not been 
well supported by the mounted infantry under 
Captains Bridgford and Crichton. 

In the morning a column of artillery and 
infantry joined Chetwode’s party, and helped to 
complete the rout of the enemy, who are said to 
have lost heavily. Our casualties were one killed 
and three wounded. 

Lance-Corporal Preston and Private Bell, of 
the Manchester Mounted Infantry, showed con- 
spicuous bravery during the night engagement. 

Fight at Thaba N'chu. 

An engagement took place at Thaba N'chu 
on Nov. 16. The British losses were Lieutenant 
Paxton and three men killed, amd one man 
severely wounded, all belonging to the 2nd 
Jedford Regiment. 

On the same date there was a skirmish at 
Rhenoster, in which one man of the New 
South Wales Mounted Infantry was mortally 
and two men dangerously wounded.'

Saturday’s Great Storm: Gallant Rescue 
off Broadstairs.—The iron screw-steamer Sir 
Robert Feel, from Dunkirk to London, with 
general cargo, had her shaft broken in the 
tempestuous seas last Saturday night. She 
narrowly escaped colliding in her disabled con- 
dition with the North Goodwin Light-ship. 
The Broadstairs life-boat, F-ancis Forbes Barton, 
put off to her assistance, and succeeded in con- 
veying a hawser from the disabled ship to a tug, 
but was considerably damaged in so doing. The 
Sir Robert Peel, with her crew of eleven hands and 
two French passengers, was brought into 
‘Ramsgate in safety. The Frenchmen speak in 
the highest terms of the bravery and skill of the 
life-boat men. Last Sunday the Norwegian ship 
Flink put into Newhaven through stress of 
weather, having on board the crew of four men 
of the ketch General Stewart, bound from 
Rochester to Jersey, which foundered on Thursday 
week off Dungeness in the gale. The men 
were rescued from an open boat. A violent gale 
also raged at Yarmouth, shutting up the herring 
fleets in the harbour.
